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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/1/4 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The claims remain rejected under 35 USC 103 for the reasons of record. 
Applicant's arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims in that the claims 
are not limited to the use of "exocrine cells" as is argued nor do they appear to exclude 
the subject matter of the cited prior art. Applicant's arguments have been considered 
however a showing to overcome a prima facie case of obviousness must be clear and 
convincing( In re Lohr et al. 137 USPQ 548) as well as commensurate in scope with the 
claimed subject matter ( In re Lindner 173 USPQ 356; In re Hyson, 172 USPQ 399 and In 
re Boesch et al., 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 

The invention as claimed in the dependent claims may distinguish over the prior 
art if specific arguments were presented to elucidate the unobvious differences. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the 
various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were 
made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 
37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not 
commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 19-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bonner-Weir et al(PNAS 97) or Bonner-Weir et al(WO 00/78929). 

Bonner- Weir et al (both references) teach the enzymatic isolation of pancreatic 
cells, the dediff erentiation thereof and the subsequent differentiation into insulin 
producing cells. It is not clear if the references teach all of applicant's claimed 
limitations however as the references clearly indicate that the various proportions and 
amounts of the ingredients used in the claimed method are result effective variables, 
they would be routinely optimized by one of ordinary skill in the art in practicing the 
invention disclosed by those references. As the references clearly set worth which cells 
are to be isolated from the pancreas, using any known method to do so would have 
been obvious at the time the invention was made. 

Accordingly, the claimed invention was prima facie obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made especially in the absence of evidence 
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to the contrary.
